The Quartermaster-General’s Office has issued 
the roll of honor No. 18, containing the names of 
soldiers who died in defence of the American 
Union, interred in the national cemeteries at 
Fort Harrison, Va.; Wilmington and Raleigh, 
N.C.; Port Hudson, La.; Brownsville, San An- 
tonio and Galveston, Texas; Little Rock, Fayet- 
teville and Fort Smith, Ark: ; Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Mound City, 1il.; Cincinnati, Ohio; Springfield, 
Mo.; Forte Scott and Leavenworth, Kansas, and 
in local cemeteries and at military posts in 
Texas, Indiana, [linois, Ohio, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Iowa and Kansas, .The volume embraces 
the record of interments of 22,900 Union soldiers, 
the names of 11,530 being unknown. The reason 


. why so small a portion of the graves at these 


places could be identified must be looked 
for in the fact that many bodies were 
hurriedly interred in isolated spots with only 
temporary marks, or with none at all ; that these 
burials were mostly made ata very early period 
of the war, and that the ground was often in the 
hands of the enemy for a considerable period 
after the action; when, of course, it could not be 
expected that any permanent marks of identity 
would be established. This volume increases the 
total number of graves now recorded in printed 
form te about 193,000. Of the occupants of these 
graves the namesof about 120,000 appear as 
known, (of those already printed,)-about 73,000 as 
yet unknown... It is supposed there yet remain 
to be printed the records of about 120,000 graves 
of deceased Union soldiers and prisoners of war, 
making an aggregate of 305,000 graves of the 
occupants of which the names of about 100,000 
will not at present, if ever, be recovered. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has also just 
issued volume XIX, of the Roll of Honor,. con- 
taining the names of soldiers who died in de-

SOLAR HEAT AND THE TEMPERATURE OF THE 
SURFACE OF THE MOON. 
It was my intention to have forwarded before 


heat alluded to in the communication of the attn 
May; but, unfortunately, the weather has been 
so unfavorable for solar observations in the 
meantime, that my labors have been almost sus- 
pended. The sky in this locality has been so 
densely charged with vapors that the Observed 
average dynamic energy, deyeloped by the sun’s 
radiant heat has not reached three-fourths of 
that of ordinary seasons. It is proper to add, 
that I would not have ventured to submit my 
speculations relative tothe temperature at the 
surface of the moon, contained in the communi- 
cation referred to, had I not supposed that before 
the meeting of the National Academy I should 
have been able to demonstrate practically by the 
igstruments which I have constructed, that the 
heat imparted to ponderable matter by the sun’s 
rays, unless augmented by radiation from sur- 
rounding media, would be insufficient to render 
water, oils, or even mercury fluid. I trust, how- 
ever, that the following brief statement of my 
labors connected with solar heat, will attract the 
attention of the National Academy. 

Having some time ego ascertained with suffi- 
cient accuracy the absorbtion of calorific energy 
of rays reflected by a surface of polished silver, 
I constructed a thirty-five-inch conical reflector 
for ascertainmg the inteusity of the sun’s 
radiant heat. ‘This reflector, composed of cast 
iron of heavy substance, in order to sccure per- 
fect accuracy of form, wae carefully lined with 
burnished silver and attached toja table pro- 
vided with suitable mechanism for being kept m 
& position perpendicular to the sun. In its focus 
conical vessels of metal of varions size wére suc- 
cessively applied, their taper being such that the 
reflected solar rays were equally concentrated at 
each point, thus insuring, perfect nufiformity of 
temperature over their entire surface; appropri- 
ate means. being at the same time adopted for 
preventing loss of heat by radiation at the ends 
of thése vessels. 

It should be observed that a parabolte reflector 
cannot bée-employed for ascertaihing solar m- 
tensity, since the surface of any vessel exposed 
to the concentrated rays of such a reflector will 
be unequally heated. Thus, a small globe placed 
in the focus of adeep parabolic reflector will 
have its upper zones raised to a temperature 
many times greater than that of the lower zones. 
Nor.ig the lens, owing to aberation and other im- 
perfections, suitable for the purpose of meas-

been much higher than 492°, but for the loss of 
heat by radiation. It ia true that at. such high 
temperatures the loss from that cause is very 
considerable ; but the experiments of Picket and 
the formula of DuLoNG enable us to determine 
its precise amount. The. correction being made, 
and the loss of 0.23 of the radiant heat sustained 
during the passage of the solar rays through the 
atmosphere being added, it will be found by di- 
viding the sum total of energy by 16 that the rea/ 
intensity of the sun’s radiant heat before enter- 
ing the earth’s atmosphere ia marked by a ther- 
mometric interval of only 70°, the interval on the 
thermometric scale when water freezes being 
a61°. 

The writer cheerfully admits that the method 
thus described of ascertaining the intensity of 
the sun’s radiant heat, while it unquestionably 
demonstrates the fallacy of the views generally 
entertained ‘on the subject, is not adequate to 
determine that intensity with desirable exact- 
nese. Impressed with this fact, he has con- 
structed the Solar Thermometer referred to in a 
previous communication, an instrument intend- 
, ed to show by inepection the real intensity of 
solar heat, This instrument is so contrived 
that the rays of the sun actin a vacuum on an 


| air thermometer provided with a large flattened 


bulb of metal, two inches in diameter, protected 
by efficient non-condactor, all but the flat sur- 
face which receives the rays, This surface is 
permitted to radiate its heats freely against sur 
rounding substances kept at the lowest possible 
temperature by external currents of expanded 


dry air, previously compressed to a high degree 


in @ refrigerator cooled by solidified carbonic 
acid gas. In other words, the flattened bulb re- 
‘eeives no other heat than that supplied by solar 
radiation. It should be mentioned that the solar

It was in- 
tended to provoke resistance, and as it was 
received in a spirit of submission, it ws at 
once followed up by measures more sugges- 
tive of the bow-string and the Bosphorus 
than of a mild paternal'rule. The Sultan, it 
is stated, has sent a message to the Viceroy 
graciously approving his loyal assurances, 
but commanding him to “sell” or “trans- 
fer” to the Turkish Government the iron- 
clads and breech-loaders ordered in Europe, 
to keep his forces ‘within prescribed limits, 
to abstain. from negotiations with foreign 
Governments, and not to contract loans 
without: his consent. A more arbitrary or 
exasperating ultimatum has never been re- 
ceived by any ruler. The words to “sell or 
transfer” in relation, ‘to the iron-clads and 
small arms, mean one and the same thing. 
If the Viceroy chose to sell the ‘goods which” 
his lord covets, a tax would be put upon his 
own subjects to raise the money, and after 
all the Sultan would select his time of pay- 
ment.
